Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  November  increased 
$0.6  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $227.7  billion.  Orders 
reached  a  high  in  June  at  $228.1  billion,  but  have  been 
somewhat  volatile  since  then,  averaging  $224.9  billion  per 
month. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  were  up  $1.2  billion  or 
0.5  percent  in  November  to  $224.1  billion,  following  a  0.7 
percent  increase  in  October.  Unfilled  orders  in  November 
were  up  $3.6  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $460.9  billion,  as 
incoming  orders  continue  to  exceed  shipments.  Since  June 
when  new  orders  peaked,  unfilled  orders  have  continued  to 
grow  an  average  of  $3.5  billion  per  month. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  November  increased  $1.4 
billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $350.9  billion.  This  is  the 
smallest  one-month  increase  since  the  0.4  percent  increase 
in  April.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  for  the  last 
three  months  has  been  flat  at  1.57. 

New  Orders 

Although  total  new  orders  were  up  slightly  in  November, 
the  specific  major  industries  showed  more  significant 
changes.  Within  durables,  the  largest  increase  was  in 
electrical  machinery,  up  $1.6  billion  or  8.3  percent  to 
$20.5  billion;  most  of  the  increase  was  in  defense 
communication  equipment.  The  largest  decline  was  in 
transportation  equipment,  down  $2.1  billion  or  6.1  percent 
to  $32.8  billion;  virtually  all  categories  except  commercial 
aircraft  declined. 

Within  nondurables,  the  largest  increases  were  in 
chemicals  and  textile  mill  products,  while  the  largest 
declines  were  in  petroleum  products  and  apparel. 

Shipments 

The  increase  in  shipments  in  November  was  concentrated 
in  the  durable  goods  sector,  up  $1.0  billion  or  0.8  percent 
to  $119.4  billion.  Most  of  the  major  industries  had  small 
increases.  Primary  metals  were  up  $0.3  billion  or  2.6 
percent;  fabricated  metals,  $0.3  billion  or  2.1  percent; 
stone,  clay  and  glass  products,  $0.2  billion  or  3.6  percent; 
and  electrical  machinery,  $0.1  billion  or  0.7  percent. 
Transportation  equipment  was  flat,  while  nonelectrical 
machinery  declined  $0.2  billion  or  1.0  percent. 


Shipments  of  nondurables  were  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.2 
percent  to  $104.7  billion.  The  largest  increases  were  in 
chemicals,  textiles,  tobacco  and  paper;  the  largest  declines 
were  in  petroleum,  apparel  and  printing,  and  publishing. 

Unf i 1  led  Orders 

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  in  November  were  up 
$3.3  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $440.1  billion.  Over  half  of 
the  increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $1.9 
billion  or  0.9  percent;  a  large  gain  in  commercial  aircraft 
was  partially  offset  by  declines  in  aircraft  and 
shipbuilding.  Electrical  machinery  was  up  $1.5  billion  or 
1.6  percent,  with  most  of  the  increase  for  defense 
communication  equipment. 

Inventories 


Inventories  of  durable  goods  were  up  $1.5  billion  or  0.7 
percent  to  $231.2  billion.  The  gain  was  concentrated  in 
electrical  machinery  and  transportation  equipment. 
Nondurable  inventories  were  relatively  flat  at  $119.6 
billion,  although  petroleum  products  declined  0.4  billion  or 
4.0  percent. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  work  in  process  of  durable  goods 
increased  1.1  percent  and  finished  goods  0.5  percent; 
materials  and  supplies  were  unchanged.  For  nondurables, 
materials  and  supplies  were  up  0.3  percent;  work  in  process 
down  0.2  percent,  and  finished  goods  down  0.4  percent.
